H e had bee ii 3hot in the right side of 
the head with a revolver and had ev­ 
idently died instantly. D eceased was

The body was 
a bout a q u a rte r of a mile from the 
home of the Pirtles. W hen found P ir­ 
tle was stretched out on the ground 
w ith his hat still on his head. His

T here ‘ Is some reason to think it 
was a case of suicide, but the fact 
th a t th ere was no sign 
of

b urn about the wound and th a t the 
gun was fully ten feet from his head 
would seem to disprove this theory. 
T he m a n n e r in which his body was 
stretched out indicates th a t he m ight 
have been asleep and th a t the m u rd ­ 
e re r had slipped his own gun from 
his pocket and killed him with it. 
’Mir. M orris reached the scene of the 
tragedy late T h u rsd a y afternoon and 
h as been w orking on the case ever 
since. The only clue th u s far discov­ 
ered is th at th ree o r four different 
persons saw' k ir tle riding along the 
road in com pany with a s tra n g e r on 
a big w hite horse. No one was close 
enough to identify the man, however, 
and no trace of him has been found 
since the killing.

SYSTEM NEEDED IN 
DRILLING FOR OIL 
'Norman, Okla., Sept. lo.—'Professor 
Gould, director 
of 
the 
Oklahoma 
Geological Survey is a firm believer 
in modern expert methods in the lo­ 
cation of mineral resources. In con­ 
versation regarding the matter of the 
location of oil and gas he recently 
said: 
“It is extremely amusing to watch 
the efforts of the ordinary uninitiat­ 
ed oil man in trying to locate oil in 
an untried country. He usually spends 
ten times as much money in drilling 
in impossible places as it would cost 
to hire an expert to 
go 
over 
the 
ground and tell him where not to 
drill. 'I recently received a letter from 
a company which has done extensive 
drilling in Oklahoma of 
late 
years, 
giving the location of a number of 
dry holes they have put down. In go­ 
ing over the map it was easy enough 
to tell why the wells had not been a 
success. Any one who understands 
the simplest elements of structural 
geology could have told them before 
they drilled, 
that 
at 
least 
three- 
fourths of the holes were put down 
where conditions were such that no 
oil or gas might be expected. 
“Our brethren across the water are 
more progressive than we. They have 
long since learned that 
while 
the 
geologist may not always be able to 
locate productive territory with cer­ 
tainty, he can at least form a pret­ 
ty good idea where to keep away 
from. For that reason when French, 
•Dutch or English syndicates invest 
in oil production in this country the 
first thing they do is to hire the high 
est-priced expert they can get and 
set him to work. 
“To cite a single specific instance. 
When the Pearson Company began 
operations 
near 
Tampico, 
Mexico, 
they employed the best geologist they 
could get in America, and paid him a 
price that would justify him in taking 
hold of the work. He picked out some i 
half dozen young geologists, and sent 
them to Mexico to look after the de­ 
tails of the work. Among others, a 
young man named DeGolyer, one of 
my students at the University of Ok­ 
lahoma (but had not been graduated) 
was chosen. (DeGolyer aws an excep­ 
tionally bright student, self reliant 
but at the same time conservative. 
He had had a number of years field 
experience, was well up in structural 
geology, and knew what he was look­ 
ing for and the best methods of get­ 
ting it. 
“This English syndicate gives 
the 
geologist a free hand. No lease was 
taken, no money paid out, no well lo­ 
cated, no drilling done, except on the 
recommendation of the geologist in 
charge of the work. The lease man, 
the drillers, the operators, all take 
their cue from him. 
“The result 
of 
this 
policy 
was 
shown by the fact that the first well 
which DeGolyer located after reach­ 
ing Mexico came in as 
one 
of 
the 
largest oil wells ever drilled in the 
world. It was reported as flowing 160- 
000 barrels a day initial production 
and flooded the entire country. After 
two months time, when the operators

BILL BALLEW KILLEB 


AT ARDMORE 


Ardmore, Okla., Sept. 25.—As the 
result of a pistol duel Friday during 
the noon recess of the district court, 
Bill Ballew, a well-known character 
in northern Texas and southern Ok­ 
lahoma, lies dead tonight. His slayer 
was County Attorney Jam es H. Math­ 
ers. Bailey, it is 
said, 
had 
made 
threats against blathers 
and 
the 
county attorney feared to go to the 
courthouse Friday morning, but, Sher­ 
iff G arrett quieted his fears. 
While Mathers was examining some 
witnesses during the noon recess. Bal 
lew entered his office and asked to 
see him privately. The two men step­ 
ped into the county attorney’s private 
office and soon several pistol shots 
rang out. Sheriff G arrett and others 
were near and Ballow came from the 
door with’ pistol in hand. The sheriff 
took hold of the pistol and soon ob­ 
served that Ballew was wounded and 
laid him down on the floor where he 
died in a few’ moments. 
The fatal shot entered near the 
shoulder, passed through the region 
of the heart and 
passed 
entirely 
through the body. 'Mathers was un­ 
hurt and probably owes is life to the 
sheriff who grabbed Ballew’s pistol. 
•It is stated that 
'Ballew 
wanted 
some indictm ents sworn out and told 
one of the deputy sheriffs if Mathers 
did not file certain information that 
he would never be the means of is­ 
suing another warrant. 
When the two men entered the pri­ 
vate office it is said that Ballew lock 
ed the door behind him. 
After 
the 
shooting the county attorney faint­ 
ed in the court house and was taken 
to his home. 
Mr. Mathers was elected county at­ 
torney in the first election after state 
hood and was re-elected a year ago 
without opposition. 
Ut is said that Ballew’ has several 
notches on his gun and was consid­ 
ered a dangerous man. On the fall of 
1907 he shot and killed I rh sForshee, 
at that time a candidate for sheriff 
and following the Forshee killing two 
brothers of Forshee shot Ballew with 
a shotgun. With a hundred shot bur­ 
ied in his flesh he survived and came 
clear of the killing of Forshee. The 
two Forshee boys were sentenced to 
the penitentiary. At the time they 
shot Ballew’ a stray bullet killed the 
'14-year-old son of Sidney Ford and 
it was for the boy’s death they w’ere 
tried. Ballew has been in the courts 
of 'Wichita 'Falls and is well-known 
about .Nocona, Tex. Ballew is unm ar­ 
ried and Mathers has a family.

The first known of the robbery was 
when a Chinese caretaker appeared 
at the police station at 5:30 o’clock 
and gave 
the 
alarm. (He had been 
tied, but managed to work his bonds 
loose after the robbers had departed.
